a candor and evident integrily that entitle
the author to a respectiul consideration, and
it iswell that intelligent peopla shonld hear
all that is to be said both this
great subject,

We do not find the arguments advaneed in
favor of polygamy at all conclusive, and the
best that ean be said for it is that it is nei-
ther expedient nor politic in any other than
the most primitive stages of society. Poly-
gamy becomes abhorrent when women are
raised in the social sphere to their propoer po-
gition; and it can only exist where the sex is
ignorant and in a state of sorvitude, as it 18
in most of the Oriental countries. The work
before us will not be likely to convert many
to the peculiar views of the author, but it is
worthy of the pernsal of those who desive to
know all sides of a great subject.
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Max ™™ Guswsis Axp Grorooy. By Rev.
Joseph P. ’l.‘hom}mon. D. D, LL.D. Pub-
lished by Samuel R. Wells, New York.

The author of this work is well known as
the pastor of the Broadway Tabernacle
Church in New York, and he has an excellent
reputation as a Biblical scholar, 'The reveln-
tions mado by geologists as to the nctnal
formation of the earth and the mode of crea-
tion have sorely troubled the theologians, who
first denied the facts, and when denial could
no louger avail, they have nccepted them with
reluetance, and endeavored to explain them
in such & manner as to jor s little as possible
npon the sensibilities of those who accept
the Scriptures as a goide, Most of
the theological attempts to reconcile
Gonesis and geology have been specimens
of special pleading rather than sound argn-
ment. The Seripture students refused too
persistently to look at the subject from any
but one point of view, and they have been
entirely nnable to keep pace with the march
of sclence, It is perhaps just as well thal
there should be this reluctance on the part of
theologians to accopt mew scientific idens
until they have been fally demonstrated, and
the conservatism of the clergy has been a
yaluable check upon the disposition too often
gvinced by scientific investigators to jump
at conclusions and to overturn old opinions
for insufficient reasons.

Dy. Thompson, like most of his predeces-
gors in the same field, has a pet theory upon
which he bases his argnment, and he is only
partially successful in the object he has in
view. He displays a thorongh knowledge of
the seriptural gide of his subject, and also of
the theories of Darwin, Owen, Huxley, Lyell,
Yogt, and others, and his work gives a review
of the whole question in a compact and read-
able shape.

=—JFrom J. B. Lippincott & Co, we have
received “‘Aspects of Humanity,” a little
work of fifty-four pages, which has proved
entirely too hard a nut for us to erack.
Seventeen pages are devoted to a greeting

the further views of the author, Nineteen
pages give us ‘“‘Aspects of Humanity” in a
gories of verses, the purport of which we are
utterly unable to nnderstand, and which
appear the merest doggerel. and the balance
of the hook is taken wup with an appendix of
lilustrative excerpts from wvarious writers,
Pesides this, we are furnished with a snp-
plementary sadvertisement “apologizing to
the ].H}r‘imlit‘l'.ll praas for previous negloot
on the part of the anthor, and some Bix pages
explanatory for the ﬁp(:l.'iul banefit of “liternry
and miscellaneous journalists”—from all of
which it is presumed that (ho writer has a
high opinion of the value of his work, and is
determined to give all the aid in his power
towards making its inner menning clear. Tt
probably does mean something; but li!’e is
short, and we have not the time, even if wo
bad the inclination, to stady it out, unless
we have some assurance that tho results will
yepay us for the tronble, .

The same house sends 18 ‘A Compendions
German Geammar," by William 1), Whitney,
Published by Leypoldt & Holt The
suthor of this text-book s well
known as the Professor of Hanskrit and
fnstructor in Modern Languages in Yale Col-

gaged in the publication of a *Household”
edition of George Eliot's works, with the
author's sanction, This Harper & Drothers
consider a trespass upon their preserves, and
they have conseguently followad suit with an
edition gimilar in style to that of the Boston
house, but at the price of 75 cents against 31,
the price per wvolume charged by
rivals, Messrs, Iields, Osgood & Co,
have rather pgot the start, and from
Turner Drothers & Co. we have received
“Felix Holt,” the fourth of their series; while
Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger send us
“Adam Bede,” the first of the five volumes
which Harper & Brothers offer for the accepl-
ance of the public. The Boston edition is
printed on fine paper, and has a rather neater
appearance, but the New York edition is in
laxger type, and it is illustrated by transfers
from the original English engravings, There
is not a great deal of choice between the two,
and we are afraid that the admirers of George
Eliot are not sufficiently nnmerous for either
house to make much money by their ven-
tures. This, however, is none of our busi-
ness, and we are only too much pleased to see
snuch books issued at reasonabile rates, to find
fanlt with the warring publishers for trying to
demolish each other. Competition is the life
of trade, and in this instance the public is
benefited, at least.

After visiting the West he will leave,
on November 4, for Chinn, te return in the
spring of 1870, bLringing with Lim as moany
Celestinlg as he may have contracted for, Theso
Inborers will not be coolles, as Mr. Koopmau-
schap disavows any kea of hulng
with the coolie trade, but voluntary lmmigrants
who agree to the terms offered by him and who
come bhither with the full knowledge and con-
sent of the Chinese anthorities for the pur-
pose  of  bettering  their peeuniory condi-
tion.
